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the power to make such traffic and business arrange-
ments with any and all railway companies in this state
-and elsewhere as they may deem expedient. The di-
rectors shall have the power to decide the manner and
‘proportions in which subscribers to stock and stock-
Eol ors shall pay the money due or equivalent therefor,
on their respective shares ; also, to forfeit to the use of
the company the share or shares of any person or per-
sons failing t0 pay any installments so required at a
‘reasonable period not less than thirty days after the
day appointed for the payment thereof.

SectioN 6. The directors of said company, or a
majority of them, may open books to receive subserip-
tions to the capital stock of said company, at such
time and place as they shall appoint, and shall receive
such subseriptions under such regulations as they may
‘adopt, and may close said books whenever thirty thou-
sand dollars of said stock shall be subscribed.

SeerioN 7. In the judgment of the legislature, it is
inexpedient to provide by general law for the organiza-
tion of corporations with the powers and for the pur-
poses contemplated by this act, and therefore the object
cannot be attained except by special law.

Secrrox 8. This act shall take effeot and be in force
from and' after its passage.

AN ACT to amend an act entitled “an act to revive and modify an
act to incirporate the Milwaukee cemetery association of the city
of Milwaukee,” 'approved April 2, 1860.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represenied in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SeotioN 1. In case the said corporation shall sell its
grounds on the Menomonee river, in pursuance of the
act hereby amended, it shall be lawful for it, in lieu of
purchasing grounds for a new cemetery, to make ar-
rangements with the Forest home ¢emetery association
for an appropriation of a porticn of its grounds, suffi-
cient for the intermont of the bodies to be removed
from the present cemetery, and for furnishing lots to
the persons entitled thereto, in accordance with section
10 of the act hereby amended ; and thcreupon to cause
the bodies in the present cemetery, together with the
monuments and grave stones connected therewith, to
be removed to and properly deposited in the grounds so
appropriated in the Forest home cemetery, and to pro-
vide for the conveyance of suitable lots therein to the
persons who may be entitled thereto, and who shall se-
lect the same in aceordance with sections 9 and 10 of
the said amended act.
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
